Whatever the true state of things in 
Greece and Jugoslavia, this is no time for 
fainthearted acceptance of the idea that the 
Germans are invincible.

A few months later, the Ger- 
mans were in retreat on nearly all fronts.

than some of her neighbors 

The question at Ottawa today 
this Has the government of Canada the 
courage to tell the Canadian people the 
truth, to tax them and to borrow from them, 
and ask them to pay for the war in a sound 
way? Or will the government try to hide 
the [acts and sugar coat the pill with the 
slow poison of easy money? Will it repeat 
the old lie that we can postpone the cost, 
hand it on to our children or to some in 
visible fairy godmother, when, obviously, we 
must pay for it here and now, out of the 
goods we produce now, out of our reduced 
consumption of goods for ourselves? 

What the government will say I do not 
know. When the budget comes down shortly 
we shall begin to get the answer. But we 
shall not know the real answer until we see 
how prices behave after the budget has 
started working; until we see whether the 
housewife is paying for the war, unknow- 
ingly, through the high prices of the family 
budget, a small budget compared to that of 
the nation, but the basis of everything in the 
nation.
